A BY-LAW 

To  /‘njidate  the  Election  of  the  Mayor  and  Councillor* 
of  the  City  of  Victoria  for  the  year  1886. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  make  provision  for 
the  Election  of  the  Mayor  and  Councillors  of 
the  City  of  Victoria  for  the  year  188(1; 

And  whereas  the  Council  of  the  said  City  consists  of 
a Mayor  and  nine  Councillors,  namely: — three  Conn 
cillors  for  Johnson  Street  Ward,  three  Councillors  for 
Yates  Street  Ward,  and  three  Councillors  for  James’ 
Bay  Ward. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Victoria  as  follows: — 

1.  The  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  respective 
offices  of  Mayor  and  Councillors  of  the  City  of  Victoria 
shall  take  place  at  the  City  Council  Chambers,  Pan- 
dora street,  in  the  said  City,  on  Monday,  the  1 1th  day 
of  January,  1886,  from  noon  to  2 o’clock  in  the  after- 
noon. 

2.  In  case  a poll  shall  he  demanded  at  the  electon  of 
Mayor,  the  vote  of  the  electors  thereon  shall  be  taken 
by  ballot  at  the  City  Council  Chambers  aforesaid,  on 
Thursday,  the  14th  day  of  January,  aforesaid. 

3.  In  case  a poll  shall  be  demanded  at  the  election 
of  Councillors  for  any  ward,  the  vote  of  the  elec- 
tors entitled  to  vote  in  such  ward  shall  be  taken 
thereon  by  ballot,  on  Thursday  aforesaid,  at  the  fol- 
lowing places  respectively,  that  is  to  say: — In  Johnson 
Street  Ward,  at  the  City  Council  Chambers;  in  Yates 
Street  Ward,  at  the  Police  Barracks;  and  in  James’ 
Bay  Ward,  at  the  Hook  and  Ladder  House. 

4.  The  polling  (if  any)  shall  be  continued  in  each 
case  from  10  o’clock  a.m.  to  4 o’clock  p.m. 

5.  Sections  6,  7,  8 and  9 of  the  “Municipal  Elections 
Regulation  and  Ballot  Act,  1875,”  and  so  much  of  the 
schedules  thereto  as  are  applicable,  shall  be  read  with 
and  form  part  of  this  By-Law. 

6.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Municipal 
Election  By-Law,  1886.”
